WiSHiHOTON, 
Apg. flO.—AA dispatch 


a»'re«elT6d at the War Department this 


morning from General Terry suggesting 
that Indian Agent Byrnes should be In- 
structed to remove from his reservation 
all persons who may intrude upon it, and 
that the military commander at Fort 
Dnoherae be Instructed to give him all the 
assistance that he may require. 
"It is hardly to be supposed," General 


Terry adds, .."that the civil and military 
officers 
ot 
Colorado: will -forget that 


the State writs do not run beyond tbe 
boundaries of the State. 
But in tha ex- 


citement of the situation, this may bo over- 
looked, and Major JUidlett: dooa not: seem 
to fwl at ail' sure fl»«t the pui-soit of the; 
Indians will not continue. 
I thini that, 


as a precaution, the order which I suggest 
should be given." 


It is expected that after a conference 


between the President and Acting Secre- 
tary Muldrow, or perhaps in the. Cabinet 
meeting to-day, orders will be given to 
carry out General Terry's suggestion. 


Another 'dispatch from Colonel Rand- 


lett, commander of the post at Fort 
Duchesne, dated August 29, was forward- 
ed to the War Department to-day. In it 
Colonel Randlett says: 


"Colorow and all his following are now 


at Ouray agency, fifty miles from Colo 
rado, and manifest a disposition to remain 
on their reservation. 
No more excite- 


ment among the Indians. 
Militia and 


cowboys hold hundreds of horses and 
thousands of sheep and^goats belonging to 
Colorow and Chipata, Ouray's widow— 
this stock was grazing on the land claimed 
by Indiana as belonging to their reserva- 
tion, and where they have been permitted 
by their agent to live for years. Colorado 
settlers have claimed locations ..thens, ^nd 
have at last succeeded in driving tlie In- 
dians in. Colorow has not in this trouble 
been on the war-path, and has made his 
way to the reservation, avoiding hostili 
ties as far as possible.!' 


Commissioner Atkins of the .ludinn Of 


flee also received the -following dispatch 
from Indian agent Byrnes, "dated Ouray 
Agency, LUtab, Aug 29, which threw more 
light on the situation out there: 


"Colorow and his followers are now at 


the agency. They say they are not mad, 
and don't want to light. They express a 
willingness to remain on tho reservation, 
Major Leslie, who fired on these Indians 
on the border of the reservation,, took pos 
session of and run off about three hundred 
head of the Indian horses that were graz- 
ing on the public land:; near the reserva- 
tion line. The horses were corral ed at 
Hangelky, Col., by Major Leslie, who In 
formed Lieutenant Burnett that he would 
hold - 
them 
until 
certain 
Indians 


were delivered to him. The cowboys are 
breaking these Indian horses for their own 
use. 
Unless something is quickly done 


those .horses will not be. recovered. I 
therefor* request that you obtain authority 
from the War Department to allow Colonel 
Randlett, commanding Fort Duchesne, to 
send a detail of men to bring these horses 
on the reservation, as it would be danger 
ous for Indians to go as well aa agency 
employes, as they would be roughly 
handled, 
being 
known 
to 
be 


in 
sympathy 
with 
the 
Indians. 


These Indians were pursued by Sheriff 
Kendall Were competed to abandon two 
thousand sheep, besides large herds ol 
goats, which should be recovered with the 
horses: These Indians, when in Colorado, 
were on a peaceful hunting expedition 
and they believed that they had a right 
under the treaty ot 1874, and as under- 
stood with them and the commissionere 
to hunt upon these lands in Colorado. 
Please send authority by telegraph." 


With these dispatches before them the 


situation was carefully considered by the 
President, Acting Secretary Muldrow of 
the Interior Department and General Me 
Feely, acting Secretary of War, and as a 
result tbe following telegraphic instruc- 
tions were sent late this afternoon to Gov- 
ernor Adams of Colorado: 


"Agent Byrnes of the Uintah and Ouray 


agency reports that Major Leslie has 
taken possession of three hundred head oi 
Indian 
horses that were grazing oa 


the public lands 
near 
the 
reserva- 


tion 
line; that 
he 
corraled 
them 


at Rangely and would hold them until 
certain Indians were delivered up to him. 
I am directed by the President to request 
that you take all proper measures to de- 
liver these horses to Agent Byrnes. The 
latter will be directed to take possession 
of tlie same for the Indians as soon as 
arrangements are made for their delivery 
I also respectfully ask you to co-operate 
with Agent Byrnes in collecting the sheep, 
goats and other property of these Indians 
. with a view of restoring the same to them 
on the reservation." 


Commissioner Atk ins also seat the follow- 


ing instructions by telegraph to Indian 
Agent Byrnes: 


"You will, pursuant to statute, remove 


from your reservation all persons found 
there contrary to law, and prevent unlaw- 
ful encroachments or entries thereon for 
any purpose. The military will be at once 
ordered to co-operate with -you and aid 
you in enforcing these instructions. The 
civil authorities of Colorado, and those 
acting with them, must proceed in the 
manner provided by law for the enforce- 
ment of any process Issued by State au- 
thority, and the government will, If the 
emergency arises, assist them in order- 
ly 
and 
lawful 
tfforts 
to 
enforce 


such 
process. 
You will also collect 


and restore to the Indians ou the reserva- 
tion all the property abandoned by them. 
Governor Adams has been requested to 
direct the delivery to yon of the horses 
captured from Indians and now held by 
Major Leslie." 


The military will at once co-operate with 


Agent Byrnes and render such assistance 
as will enable him to carry out these in. 
structions. It; is now believed by War and 
Interior Department officials that there ia 
no danger of further collision between the 
State militia and the Indian!, and that the 
military, and the Indian agent will soon 
adjust the difficulty and restore peace and 
tranquility to the border. 


.Latest From the Seat oi War. ?;',' 


DKNVEB, Col., Aug. 31.—Little news has 


reached here from the seat of war since 
Monday night. The courier from Rangely 
reported the Indians advancing when he 
left, but as no later news has reached here, 
these Utes may be only a small party look- 
ing orer. the ground. Lieutenant Bartlett's 
report ia too favorable to the Utes to be 
accepted as true, as they have admitted 
that more Indians were killed than he re- 
ports, and it is known that a number were 
too badly wounded to be taken to the

Good New* lor the South. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 31.— The jtfami- 


factweys1 Uncord this week publishes spe- 
cial reports from all over the .South on the 
crops and the outlook for business. With 
two exceptions these reports are remarka- 
bly favorable. 
The corn crop 
is the 


largest ever raised in the South, and is 
estimated to exceed last year's crop by 
5f>,0<)0,000 bushels, and the crop of 1888 by 
70,000,000. Many farmers who heretofore 
depended upon the West for corn have this 
year an abundant supply, some having 
enough for two years' consumption. 


The cotton crop, while damaged by re- 


cent unfavorable weather, promises a full 
average yield. 


Tbe shortage in tobacco on account of 


decreased acreage \vilj be counterbalanced 
by the higher prices the farmers are re- 
ceiving. 


In other crops the yields have been 


good, and on the \fhole, this is for the 
South a year of excellent crops and better 
times for the farmers than for many sea- 
sons. 


Throughout the entire South the business 


outlook is unusually promising? New in- 
dustrial enterprises are being established 
in large numbers, and railroad construc- 
tion is active.

Plenty of Boom in the New School 


Houses for the Children. 


A» OntUy of Nearly $23,000 for Substantial 


Improvemente. " . 


The other day in company with Supt. 


Gastman the DAILY REPUBLICAN re- 
porter visited three of Decatur's seven 
school buildings and made a careful in- 
spection of the extensive improvements 
that have been in progress during the 
past summer, changes and enlargements 
planned by the Board of Education to 
accommodate the hundreds of children 
blossoming in our community ready to 
accept the benefits of our excellent public 
school system. The improvement is one 
in which all of the tax-payers and parents 
are personally interested, but we doubt 
if any considerable number of our read- 
ers realize what has been accomplished, 
although they may have noticed that 
some of the buildings have been enlarged. 


Tne school census taken by J. H. 


Coonradtin June and July shows that 
here are 6.392 children of school age- 
six to twenty-one—living in the Deca- 
;ur district, with 1982 under six 
rears of age. This showing alone would 
lavebeen enough to impress the board 
with the necessity of making more room 
'or the children, but that body decided 
ast year to make the changes that are 
apparent to-day, and will furnish accom- 
modations for 2500 or more pupils at the 
opening of the schools on Monday. 


THE NEW ADDITIONS. 


The Marietta Street school building is 


.he largest in the city. It is located at 
ihe corner of North Church and Marietta 
streets in the northern part of the sec- 
ond ward. It is now a massive brick 
structure of 8 large rooms, the addition 
at the west side comprising 4 rooms, and 


,hey are among the prettiest in the city, 
ligh ceilings, white vails, wide windows 
with inside blinds, clothes closets for 
teachers and children, wide entrances 
and double stairways and wide halls. 
About the building are wide brick walks, 
and in the old part of the structure is a 
lasemerit room with brick floor where 
,he little folks can play in the extreme 
cold weather, or at any other season 
when they do not care to go out into the 
yard. The new single seats from Dayton 
arrived this week and were placed in 
>osition. The contractor was M. G. Pat- 
arson for $8,990, the Buttan warm air 
furnace costing $800 extra. 


At the Wood Street School there has 


($en an addition of two large rooms at 
he 'weekend, making a total of eight. 
larrison Baker 3FB3 the contractor, at 
$4,580, with $800 extra to? the heating 
apparatus. The rooms are large and 1FSJ1 
ventilated and have spacious entrances, 
with wide brick walks and other proper 
mprovements. About all the available 
space in this yard is now occupied by the 
school house. The rooms have been sup- 
plied with new desks from Dayton. 


A large south wing has been added to 


;he Jackson Street School building in 
,he Fourth Ward, an addition of two 
rooms, making a total of six for the re- 
ception of the children in that part of 
the city. J.J. Wilson was the contractor, 
at $6,845, with $800 extra for the furnace. 
Che building is adorned with an irapos- 
ng slate roof tower, and the halls and 
stairways are so changed as to be of greater 
convenience. New brick walks are laid 
around the building and the yard has 
>een nicely graded. The new rooms are 
of uniform size and are supplied with 
closets for teachers and pupils, with open- 
ngs at both sides of the general closet, 
so that the children can pass in and out 
without confusion and jostling each other. 


The workmanship in tho construction 


ot the additions and the completion of 
,he rooms ready for use is of the best 
quality, with a strict compliance to plans 
and specifications, the board having em- 
ployed D. C. Shockley to inspect the 
work as it progressed. 


THE ZTJBNAOES AND DBY OTOSETS. 


In all of the new buildings the Buttan 


IMbular furnace and dry closet system 
ias been introduced. This system is an 
innovation in Decatur, though it is now 
in succesf ul operation in 92 school houses 
in'the country, and is heartily commended 
wherever it has been tried. The warm 
air furnaces, which cost $800 each with 
ill the attachments, are placed in the 
basements of the new buildings, and there 
also are located the tiers of closets, with 
solid brick walls between, and inside and 
outside entrances for tne children. In 
the school rooms are placed regulators 
for the control of the hot and cold air by 
the janitor, who is required by Supt. 
Gfastman to visit each room every half 
hour and register. The furnaces are in 
charge of the janitor. The fresh air from 
the outside of the building is drawn 
through furnaces, warmed and sent up 
through the buildings, passing under the 
double floors, keeping the floors of the 
rooms warm, and then through the regis- 
ters into the rooma By turning n patent 
arrangement in the school room, tho tem- 
perature can be easily regulated, securing 
all hot air or all cold air ns desired. In 
each of the new rooms along tho bas» 
boards are numerous openings, which 
permit the foul air to descend quickly 
It passes down through the air shafts 
and is drawn by means oE a scientifically 
arranged suction over the deports m tbe 
dry closets removing all smell and odor, 
and carrying it up anil out dt the tops of 
the buildings through tho main .in shaft. 
A personal examination of tin- scheme 
will demi>Dstrate tbat the ujsti'm is per- 
fection itself, and tho bo.ird li,m certainly 
shown a spirit of enlt-rpri'-e and economy 
in introducing it in JDceatiir.

building is heated by steam, and thare 
are grates in the rooms. The hot air sys- 
tem is deemed better than steam for 
school rooms. 
It will be of interest to state that in 
1866 there were issued $2200 in school 
bonds, the purchaser of which required 
payment of 10. per cent interest in ad- 
vance. Mr. Gastman has just disposed 
of $15,000 in bonds that were taken at 
par, drawing only 5 per cent intercut, 
with the understanding that the bonds 
can be $ksn up at any time.
